NOTE: The following grade 5 health standard no longer aligns with KRS 158.1415 as 
amended by SB 150 and should not be included in curriculum or instruction: 

o 5.1.6.Describe basic male and female reproductive body parts and their functions as 
well as the physical, social and emotional changes that occur during puberty. 

o KDE will begin standards review for Health and Physical Education, but until revised 
standards are approved and effective in law, the grade 5 health standard above should 
be omitted from local curriculum and instruction. 


2. Any child, regardless of grade level, enrolled in the district does not receive any 
instruction or presentation that has a goal or purpose of students studying or 
exploring gender identity, gender expression, or sexual orientation; (law is explicit 
- No GOAL or PURPOSE of studying or exploring gender identity, gender expression, 
or gender orientation)
